The petition asks that Jim 
O'Leary, Federal agent whe made} 
the complaint against the.two ex- 
officers, be cited for. contempt of 
court, and that the Government 
staff be ordered to “desist from 
acts of oppression and intimidation 
of defendants in the development 
of their lawful defense herein.” 

When opposing lawyers tangle 
on the motion, attorneys said wit- 
nesses probably would be called to 
substantiate the defense charges. 

Government Plea Studied. 

Judge H. Church Ford also an- 
nounced he would study over the 
week-end a Government request 
that, it be permitted to introduce 
as evidence testimony given by cer- 
tain of the present defendants in 
National Labor Relations Board 
civil hearings. 

The defense, led by former Fed- 
eral Judge ‘Charies I. Dawson and 
Forney Johnston, asserted the Unit- 
ed States Constitution guaranteed 
Labor Board witnesses impunity 
against prosecution. on their own 
testimony. ,The Government said 
they could ‘have claimed immunity, 
but-didn't.

A ruling on the admissibility of 
Labor Board testimony in a crim- 
inal proceeding would be the first 
since the Labor Relations Act went 
into effect in 1935. 

90 Government Witnesses. 

The Government, with 90 wit- 
nesses on its list, already has of- 
fered nearly two weeks of testi- 
mony. A week was taken to select 
the jury. 

Harlan miners told the jury this 
week they were discriminated 
against in jobs and discharged for 
joining the union. The 
sought to show on cross-examina- 
tion the men were fired for incom- 
petency. 

Defendants are 22 coal company 
executives, the same number of 
past or present Harlan law offi- 
cers and 20 corporations.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.,.June 4. — 
A charge made by Senator Harry

Few state in the wuhion are 
more replete with spots of fis- 
torical significance than New York 
State. Moving northward from the 
island which the Indians: called 
Manahata and which was  pur- 
chased by the Dutch for a very 
small consideration, one comes 
upon the lake country that borders 
on Lake Champlain. 

In 1608 Samuel de Champlain 
first saw the lake which bears his 
name, With two other Frenchmen 
and 60 Algonqui~ braves the party 
moved along the west coast into 
the territory of the hostile Iro- 


quoi North of Ticonderoga the 
party yneountered a band of Iro- 


qnois d Champlain’s arquebus 
which felled three astonished chiefs 
lost for the Frenca the friendship 
of this strong federation of tribes. 
A memorial lighthouse, erected in 
Crown Point Park,!/ commemorates 
this skirmish. 

Between 1689 and 1763 France 
and England engaged in four wars. 
In 1731 the French built Fort St. 
Frederic at Crown Point. Twenty- 


then called Fort Carillon, was 
built. William Pitt, England’s 
Prime Minister, determined to stop 
these encroachments. Accordingly, 
in 1758, Gen. Abercrombie was sent 
against Carillon and was repulsed 
with frightful losses. The next 
year Lord Amherst was sent and 
the story was a different one. The 
French were forced to retire, blow- 
ing up Frederic and Carillon. Lord 
Amherst rebuilt Carillon, or Ticon- 
deroga, and built a new fort called 
for himself at Crown Point. 
Fort Restored. 

When the colonists protested 
against taxation Ethan Allen and 
his Yankees were quick to join 
the movement. After the Battle 
of Lexington, they gathered with 
Benedict Arnold at Hand’s Cove 
on the eastern side of the lake. 
It was easy work to move across 
the lake and capture~ Ticonderoga. 
Whether Allen told the British 
commander to “surrender in the 
name of Jehovah” or in less seemly 
language is still a matter of dis- 
pute, 

Today Fort Ticonderoga with all 
its historical] significance has been 
restored and houses a fine military 
museum. In the town of Ticon- 
deroga is the Headquarters House 
Museum of the New York State 


seum is housed in a typical colonial 
mansion with fine furnishings of 
tne period. 

A bridge has recently been built 
between Crown Point on the New 
York side and Chimney Point in 
Vermont. Thus it is possible for 
the traveler to enjoy béth sides 
of the lake.

Wild life babies should be unmo- 
leated and no effort should be made 
to remove them from their natural 
habitat.

Consideration also applies to smal} 
fish. They should be removed from 
the hook carefully and put back 
into the water.

Factors responsible for present 
large supplies include last year’s 
record production of agricultural 

ucts, a slackened industrial 
demand for raw products, loss of 
mass buying power resulting from 
urban unemployment and a nmar- 
rowing world market for American 
products. 

Commodity prices are falling, as 
in the early years of the previous 
depression. Today their level &% 
the lowest since May, 1934. The 
decline has amounted.to about 30 

cent during the last year. 
culture Department econo- 
mists predict that cash farm in- 
come this year, including about 
$1,000,000,000 in Federal benefits 
and subsidies, will be at least $1,- 

900,000,000 less than 1937's §$8,- 

000.

Following is a summary of com- 
modity conditions: 

Cotton—Indications are that the 
new crop will move into a market 
already burdened with a record- 
breaking world surplus of 25,000,- 
900 bales, partly the result of last 
s record harvest of nearly 19,- 

900,000 bales in the United States, 
The surplus of American’ cotton 
alone is expected to be at least 
13,000,000 bales—equal to the rec 
ord surplus in 1932 and sufficient 
to supply normal domestic and ex- 
port demands a whole year. The 
Government either owns or holds 
a mortgage on 7,000,000 bales of 
this surplus. 

Wheat—Present prospects point 
to the largest wheat crop on rec- 
ord in the United States. Such a 
crop, added to a surplus of 200,000,- 
000 bushels from last year, would 
give the:nation a surplus of at Jeast 
450,000,000 bushels compared with 
the 1932 record of 378,000,000 
bushels. Foreign trade expérts of 
the Agriculture Department hold 
out hope of an export market for 
about 50,000,000 bushels. This would 
compare with 80,000,000 bushels of 
1937 wheat shipped abroad so far 
this season. 

Corn—Officials forecast a surplus 
of 300,000,000 bushels of 1937 corn 
when the new crop’starts to mar- 
ket this fall. This would be 30 
per cent greater than normal, and 
# near normal crop this year would 
add to it. ' 

Surpluses of Other Crops, . 

As for most other crops, surplus- 
es exist. This is especially true 
regarding tobacco, rice, wool, pea- 
nuts and cottonseed oil. 

Insofar as cotton, corn and to 
bacco are concerned, the adminis- 
tration is attempting to curtail this 
year's production through  provi- 
sions of the new farm law CGon- 
gress passed in February. 

The control program is expected 
to hold the cotton yield to ‘about 
12,500,000 bales, a reduction of about 
6,500,000 below last year’s. A sim- 
Har program probably will be ién- 
voked in 1939 and 1940 if necessary 
to eliminate the present surpluses. 
Marketing quotas will tend to pre- 
vent farmers from selling any 1938 
cotton except that grown on Fed- 
erally-allotted acreage. Sales in ex- 
cess of quotas will be subject to a 
penalty of 2 cents a pound. 

Corn farmers in the commercial 
corn belt of the Midwest: were 
asked to reduce this year’s plant- 
ings about 18 per cent—a request 
against which many farmers pro- 
tested. If the crop is too large, it 
Will be necessary, they add, to pro- 
pose marketing quotas, under 
which farmers could be’required to 
Sore a part of their grain. A sim- 
lar program to curtail the 19389 
crop is in prospect. 

The wheat surplus problem 
Promises to become the most acute. 
If present crop prospects are borne 
out, growers will be asked to limit 
Plantings for the 1939 crop to be- 
tween 45,000,000 and 50,000,000 
acres. Wheat farmers seeded 80, 
000,000 acres for the 1938 crop. The 
Proposed planting for next year 
Would be the smallest wheat acre- 
se since before the World War. 

The Administration will make 
loans to farmers on cotton, corn, 
Wheat and possibly several other 
“tops. The purpose of these loans 
ls to enable farmers to hold their 
Cfops and avert a price-demoraliz- 
rush to market.

“A saliva test of the horse Vin 
Noir,” winner of the seventh race 
on May 31 at Fairmount Park 
showed a positive reaction for caf- 
feine.

California captured the sixty-second 
intercollegiate A. A. A. A. track and 
field championship meet today by 
an overwhelming margin. The 
Trojans rolled up 47% points, for 
their eighth team conquest, in 4 
rain-swept athletic battle at Ran- 
dalis Island Stadium, marked by 
three record-smashing and two rec- 
ord-equalling performances. 

Southern California tallied in 10 
of the 15 events. The Trojans, re- 
gaining the title they last held in 
1935, nearly doubled the point score 
of their nearest rivals. Michigan 
State finished second with 24 
points and the University of Cali- 
fornia took third place with 22% 
points to make it 1-2-3 for the in- 
vading forces. 

Pittsburgh, 1937 team champion, 
led the East with 20% points, due 
chiefly to a sensational “double” 
by Long John Woodruff, famous 
Negro foot-racer. Woodruff repeat- 
ed his 1937 conquests by winning 
the 440-yard run in the record- 
equalling time of 47 seconds and 
then winning the 880 in 1:52.55.

Early French Customs 


Old Mines Little Changed Since Its Founding

Professor Gathered 


Volume of Folk Lore There.

EVANSTON, Ill, June 4.— The 
village of Old Mines, Mo., is the 
last remnant of French culture in 
the upper Mississippi Valley, once 
a center of the colonial. empire of 
France in the United States. The 
village is situated in the foothills 
of the Ozarks, 65 miles from 8t. 
Louis. Its 600 inhabitants, isolated 
from the outside world, retain the 
language, traditions and customs 
of their French ancestors of 200 
years ago. The country around Old 


French-Canadians as early as 1723. 
Prof. Joseph Carriere of the Ro- 
mance Language Department of 
Northwestern University chanced 
on the village when conducting re- 
search into survivals of French in- 
fluence in the Mississippi Pincay 
Collected Folk 
He lived in the Salioon ye 
the manners of the people and 
came out with a coll of folk 
tales, 73 of which have” 
lished: recently in book form by the 
university under the title “Tales 
From the French Folk-lore of Mis- 
souri.” The tales appear in the 
French dialect in which they were 
spoken, and each is accompanied 
by a brief summary in English. 
Prof. Carriere said his purpose 
in collecting the stories was to save 
from oblivion a cross-section of the 
tales once popular among the 
French who settled in the Migsis- 
sippi Valley between 1699 and 1760: 
“The habits and customs of the 


villagers,” he said, “have changed | 


but little since their forefathers 
founded the community..in — the 
eighteenth century. Paved roads; 
the automobilé, radio and motion 
pictures have begun, however, .to 
undermine the old French culture, 
and the language and traditions 
are beginning to lese: their: hold 
upon the people.” 

The professor said that on his 
journeys through the Mississippi 
Valley territory he encountered nu- 
merous descendants of early French 
colonists, but that the Ozark vil- 
lage was the only place where 
French was. still the language of 
the inhabitants and ‘where the en- 
croachments of modern civilization

“Frequently a nickname 
is carried by a person to whom it 
does not apply at all, but it is used 
imply because it was the nickname 
of his grandfather.

States during April totaled $62, 
621,000 and set a six-month record, 
it was announced today by Corwin 
A. Fergus, director of the Division 
of Research and Statistics of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board, 
April lending, which was 12 per 


cent above March, was the largest 
for any month since last October. 
The figures were 19 per cent under 
those. for April, 1937, which was 
one of the exceptionally large 
months for home financing last 
year. 

Of the new home loans made in 
April by all associations, those by 
state chartered members of the 
Federal.Home Loan Bank System 
led all other groups with an ag- 
gregate of $26,957,000. Federal 
savings and loan associations made 
loans amounting to $26,107,000. 
State chartered associations whica 
are not members of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank System had new 
loans totaling $9,557,000. 

Home construction and home 
purchase loans during April by all 
of these institutions aggregated 
$36,944,000. Loans for refinancing 
of existing mo were placed 
at $13,872,000; $4,681,000 was loaned 
for reconditioning of present dwell- 
ings; and loans for other purposes 
were set at $7,124,000. 

Associations in the states served 
by the Federal Home Loan Bank 
of Winston-Salem, comprising 
Southeastern United States from 
Maryland to Florida, led all other 
districts in the increase in’ April 
over March with 31 per cent. The 
New England states, served by the 
Federal Home Loan Bank of Bos-

Addressing the Central Atlantic 
regional conference of the Nation- 
al Association of Real Estate

OR several months I have been 
waiting for the corn and water- 
melon season to start, because I 
want to tell you about miy pet clam- 
bake. Ever ‘since I got into this 
cooking business there is never a 
summer goes by but what I get out 
my wash boiler—yes, an old-fash- 
foned wash boiler—and do this 
clambake for friends . 

A number of years ago I pur- 
chased a standard size wash boiler 
which I use exclusively for my 
clambake. For an enjoyable out- 
of-doors sport I recommend this 
clambake, The advance preparation 
should be done in your own home 
and then, with the various foods 
all carefully arranged in the wash 
boiler, it may be transported to the 
beach or picnic grounds. 

To accomplish this popular clam- 
‘bake it is important to obtain the 
gea foods that I will mention to 
make it a success, First you will 
want about four dozen of the very 
large bard-shell clams. These extra 
large clams are not to be eaten; 
‘we will use half of them to make 
clam broth and the other half will 
be used to line the bottom of the 
wash boiler to create steam for our 
clambake. We will make our clam 
broth first. 

Steam two dozen of these clams 
in two quarts of water, cover the 
pot in which the clams are steam- 
ing. Along with the liquid from 
the clams it should produce about 
two and one-half quarts or possibly 
three quarts of clam broth. Now, be- 
fore I get too deep in the clambake 
recipe, it is best to let you know 
how many it will serve. All right, 
let's say service for 12 people. 

Now you have your clam broth— 
good—we will proceed with the 
“makings” of the clambake, Place 
first in the boiler a thick layer of 
wet seaweed and on top of the sea- 


‘weed a layer of those large hard- 


shell clams. Now comes another 
layer of wet seaweed. Please re- 
member the seaweed must be wet, 
because only a small quantity of 
water goes into the boiler, and that 
is poured in right now and the 
amount is two quarts. Clambakes 
are steamed and not boiled, hence 
only a small quantity of water is 
necessary. 
—-O— 
On top of this last layer of sea- 


@ IN PLACE of the lobster, I use 
a small sea bass or mackerel weigh- 
ing just under a pound. The fish 
is cleaned, of course, and seasoned 
with salt and pepper, then tied 
loosely with cheesecloth. You see 
the idea of using the cheesecloth 
is to be able to pick these individual 
portions out of the boiler in a quick 
and easy fashion. This is done by 
cutting the cheesecloth into squares 
large enough to ‘accommodate the 
food. Tie opposite corners in large 
loose knots and you will find the 
knot easy to untie when serving. 

When you have placed the fish 
on the bed of seaweed also place 
among them, this timé, 12 white po- 
tatoes, skins on. Wait now, that 
isn’t all; place another layer of sea- 
weed over the fish.

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A Discussion 
Of Linens for 
Spring Brides 


Minimum Requirements for 
Well-Stocked Linen Closet 
‘Are Listed.

O you're being married this 

month, eh? Another June bride. 

And you're in such a dither of 
excitement over wedding plans, 
trousseau, parties and what-not, in 
addition to trying to occa- 
siona! glimpses of your groom, that 
it’s awfully hard to settle down and 
be practical about such things as 
household linens, silver and the rest 
of the booty that goes with being 
a bride. Well, please let me add 
my word of advice on these sub- 
jects to all the helpful hints that 
you have probably already received 
from Mamma, great-aunt gp 
your future sister-in-law anf girl 
friend Susie who was a bride her- 
self last year at this time. (Inci- 
dentally, I’m hoping t this ar- 
ticle may also prove of help to some 
of those souls who were brides so 
long ago that they find many 
household items need replacing or 
replenishing.) | 

You have undoubtedly heard the 
word “budget” so often by this*time 
that you probably think it is a 
name to scare little brides with, 
just as man” terrorizes lit- 
tle children. But truly, if you don’t 
‘budget your expenses to a certain 
extent, the bogey man really will 
get you for you're likely to wind 
up with beautiful blanket covers 
and no face towels.

OF COURSE, a budget is an 
elestic thing‘and it is difficult for 
me to give an accurate one to suit 
all cases, as so much depends on 
the type of life you lead, whether 
you are going into a two-room 
apartment or a seven-room house, 
and the extent to which you intend 
entertaining. However, as a work- 
ing basis I should say that about 
40 per cent of your money should 
go for bedroom equipment, the 
same per cent for dining room 
linens, about 15 per cent for bath- 
room linens and approximately 5 
per cent for kitchen necessities. 
This budget refers only to house- 
hold linens and does not include 
such things as mattresses or kitch- 
Also, this is not a set 
rule and can easily be varied, with- 
ing certain limits to meet indi- 
vidual requirements, 

And now I am going to list what 
are consiMered the minimum re- 
quirement for a well-stocked linen 
closet of a young couple just start- 
ing out in life together. If you 
must make some compromises in 
this list, do it with the quantity 
rather than the quality. 

For the bedroom: One dozen 
sheets, one dozen pillowslips, two 
mattress pads, one regular bianket 
and one extra blanket or quilt for 
each bed. Blanket covers are nice 
if they can be worked into the 
budget but one good spread and 
one summery one should be bought 
for each bed. 

For the bathroom: Six bath 
towels, six hand towels to match 
bath towels, four wash colths, a 
dozen linen hand towels, two bath 
mats, one bath rug, one shower cur- 
tain and at least six finger or 
guest towels. As I have suggested 
before in this column, marking 
your towels “his’ ‘and “hers” will 
be attractive as well as saving both 
arguments and laundry bills. And 
if you use this marking, let your 
bath mat read “ours.”

FOR THE dining room—and 
here the question of the amount of 
entertaining you do and also the 
type enters very greatly into your 
selection of table linens so this 
budget will have to be varied to 
personal requirements.

Fatigue due to noise: If work 
must be done in the presence of a 
distracting floise, the nervous sys 
tem has to make a continuous ef- | 
fort to adapt itself to that disturb- 
ance. A more intense mental appli- 
cation is required to focus attention 
on certain types of work, and even- 
tually nervous or mental fatigue 
must occur. 

Sounds are more apt to be fa- 
tiguing if their frequencies are 
either above or below the fre- 
quency normally used for speech. 
Pitch of sound is as important as 
intensity in producing mental fa- 
tigue. Experiments at Colgate 
University show that the annoy- 
ance effect. of noise is dependent 
more on high frequency than on in- 
tensity. In other words, a low, fre- 
quent noise is more fatiguing than 
a loud, infrequent noise.

start of the practice in 1880 to their 
standardization in 1937, was com- 
pleted last week in time to be 
mounted for presentation. 

A gold-lined wainut frame in- 
closes these emblems, almost 60 in 
number, arrayed on dark green vel- 
vet with a black and gold tab giv- 
ing the date under each. In the 
lower part of the plaque the donors 
are listed and underneath the pic- 
ture itself is a gold tablet with the 
following inscription, “1880, Mary 
Institute Class Emblems, 1937.” The 
‘whole chart measures 14x22 inches. 
After its presentation by Mrs. Mer- 
edith C. Jones; president of the 
alumnae, and its acceptance by 
Charlies H. Garrison, principal, on 
behalf of the school, it will be on 
permanent exhibit in'a glass case 
in the school lobby. The luncheon 
follows the graduation of the 
school’s seventy-fifth class. Seniors 
attend as the most recent alumnae. 

Start of Collection, 

“This is the ring that was the 
inspiration of the collection,” said 
Mrs. Toensfeldt, in pointing to a” 
quaint 24-carat gold class ring of 
the late Mrs. Thomas O’Bear, who 
was Miss Mary Maurice. Her 
daughter, Mrs. Elise H. O’Bear 
O’Neil, offered the ring as part of 
a miscellaneous collection of me- 
mentoes of the school. -With her 
offer, it occurred to me how fine 
a collection of all the class emblems 
would be.” As an officer of the 
alumnae, Mrs. Toensfeldt, who was 
Miss Lois Meier, told fellow officers 
of her idea. They enthusiastically 
acquiesced and she, accordingly, set 
to work to complete the task. 

The initial concern was establish- 
ing definitely the fact that 1880 
was the first year a class had an 
emblem. This, in itself, required 
no little correspondence. 

In response to the first call for 
emblems; Mrs. Hudson E. Bridge, 
the former Miss Helen Durkee, pre- 
sented her turquoise and pearl ring, 
set in exquisite gold filagree, to 
head the collection as the token of 
the 1880 graduates. Mrs... Bridge 
had previously given the ring to 
her granddaughter, Miss Sarah 8. 
Sterling of Buckingham Valley, Pa. 
She gave Miss Sterling a watch as 
compensation. 

The ring of the 1882 class, do- 
nated by Mrs. Frederick Frerichs, 
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was initialed in “M. I.,” not “M, I.,” 
for its motto, “Mehr Licht.” It was 
the circlet emblematic of the 25 
members of thé class of 1883 that 
proved hardest to find. The ring 
is a wide gold band, surmounted 
by three P’s for Post Proelium 
Praemium (after the battle, the re- 
ward), in raised letters. A few 


onths ago it was learned that 


ederick B. Chamberlain had been 
wearing the ring of his sister, the 
late Mrs. Richard Darley (who was 
Miss Hattie Chamberlain of that 
class), The raised letters were com- 
pletely worn off the’ ring and the 
engraving hardly distinguishable. 
Last. week, with hope nearly aban- 
doned for completing the collection, 
Mr. Chamberlain donated the ring, 
oo to him, in memory 


“In 1885 a scarf pin was chosen 
instead of the conventional ring. 
The pin of the late Miss Annie 
Williams was given in memoriam 
by her sister, Miss Carrie. At the 
same time Miss Carrie gave the 
emblem of her class, 1888, a gold 
ring forming a triple figure 8 and 
embellished by a diamond and em- 
erald. There are three other pairs 
of sister donors: Miss Mary Rebec- 
ca Edwards and Mrs. Theodore R. 
Barker (Miss Nancy Edwards); the 
late Mrs. Clarence J. Curby (Miss 
Rose Davidson), and Mrs. Robert 
E. Clark (Miss Naomi Davidson); 
Miss Margaret Kennedy and Mrs. 
Ernest Eddy (Miss Annie Maude 
Kennedy). :

Miss 
Imogene Evans is that class donor, 
The only bracelet in the collection 
was chosen by the class of 1889. A 
gold link affair, it is complemented 
by a.lock, motto inscribed. The late 
Mrs, Frederick Tucker's bracelet 
was given by. her son, Frederick, 
in her memory. 

Designs for the white pennant 
stickpin chosen by the class of 1892 
included the Greek motto, “Toward 
the Light.” The story goes that 
only in the nick of time was the 
engraver saved from inscribing it 
instead, “Oh for a Man.” This un- 
explained error was quickly changed 
by the chagrined students. The pin 
of the late Miss Lillie Meier, do- 
nated by her sister, Miss Emma, 
who has since died, is in the col- 
lection. : 

For the Gibson Girl. 

Mrs. Curby’s gold barpin, token 
of the class of 1902, reflects the 
fashions of the era. It is designed 
for wear on shirtwaists as this was 
the day of the Gibson Girl. School 
history is that there was a contro- 
versy over the pin for the class of 
1906. A. minority felt it looked like 
a bug and vowed they would never 
wear it even though they were out- 
voted. Mrs. E. Bradley 
(Miss Violet Nichols) donated this 
piece of jewelry made of red and 
gold. , 

From the 1889 bracelet until 1913 
there was only one exception to 
the selection of a gold pin. De- 
signs varied, of course. After that 
year, rings became the rule; many 
of them were green and gold, the 
school colors. In 1937, the class

PROPOSAL T0 INCORPORATE 
VILLAGE WESY OF LADUE 


Real Estate Company Backing 
Move to Regulate Building Along 
New Highway 40. 

A plan to incorporate another 
village in St. Louis County, west of 
Ladue, and on both sides of the 
new location of U. S. Highway No. 
40, is being sponsored by the Dim- 
mitt, Rickhoff & Bayer Real Estate 
Co., which owns. subdivisions in 
that area, 

The proposed ‘village would be 
somewhat larger than Ladue. Sug- 
gested boundaries are Lindbergh 
boulevard, Mason ‘road, Manchester 
road and Olive Street road. 

C. Gray Dimmitt, vice-president 
of the real estate company, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter the proposed 
incorporation was designed to pre- 
serve property values by prevent- 
ing unregulated construction of 
commercial buildings and inferior 
types of construction which might 
otherwise follow cOmpletion of the 
new highway. 

The village would have fewer 
than 1000 residents and its property 
tax rate, under the Missouri con- 
stitution, could be as much as 25 
cents on the $100 valuation: Resi- 
dents of the area now pay a coun- 
ty and State tax of $1.17 and vary- 
ing schoel taxes, "30 cents for the 
Moore and Adams districts; 40 
cents for the Locust Grove district; 
50 cents for. the Des Peres and 
Spoede districts; 65 cents for the 
Weber district and 85 cents for the 
Wright district. 

The St. Louis County Plan Asso- 
ciation, headed by A. P. Greens- 
felder, has advocated as a means 
of efficient planning and tax re- 
duction the consolidation of the 
county’s many small communities 
into cities, wherever possible. To 
provide for zoning in unincorporat- 
ed areas, the County Chamber of 
Commerce sponsored a bill for a 
county planning commission in the 
last session of the Legislature, but 
it failed of passage. : 

Charles D. Long, attorney, has 
agreed to serve as chairman of a 
temporary group, which will call a 
meeting to discuss the new village 
proposal. The County Court may 
incorporate the village if two-thirds 
of the taxable inhabitants petition 
fo# incorporation.

- toms of an English traveler on the 


HE decay of international re- 

lations in Europe has enhancea 

the importance of the progres. 
of science in the United States. The 
rate of good scientific discovery 
nas declined in Europe since 1933, 
as the increase in England and 
France since that year has not 
equalled the decrease in Germany 
and Austria. It is therefore en- 
couraging to find that science is 
progressing swiftly in the United 
States. Progress up to 1920 had 


been relatively slow. This was due’ 


to several factors, such as the ab- 
sorption of energy in settling new 
country, the strength of the classi- 
cal tradition in the older American 
yniversities, and the almost uni- 
yersal.custorh of making post-grad- 
yate studies in Germany, American 
scientists could not achieve suffi- 
cient intellectual self-confidence 
ynder these conditions. 

Complete emancipation began 
during the war of 1914-18, when 
post-graduate study in Germany 
abruptly ended. It has been fol- 
lowed by a large number of first- 
rate discoveries made by American 
scientists. Before 1923 Americans 
had received only three Nobel 
prises for science; since 1923 they 
have received 10. 

Professor H, C. Urey of Columbia 
University, New York the discov- 
erer of heavy hydrogen, related his 
own experience during this period. 
He was born in Indiana, where his 
‘pandparents were the first settlers. 
‘He graduated in zoology, and dur- 
ing the war entered industrial 
chemistry. He did not like indus- 


trial work, so after the war he re- 
ee turned to the university to study 
™ pure chemistry. 


Change in Europe 

He was awarded a fellowship in 
1923 which enabled him to work in 
the Institute of Theoretical Physics 
at Copenhagen.. There he received 
deep impression of the subtlety of 
the best European = scientific 
thought. Returning to Europe near- 
ly 15 years later, he found a re- 
Ameri- 


ly better equipped than European 
laboratories, and Americans could 
bold their own in ideas. 

As this change is proceeding rap- 
idly, American world leadership in 
sience may soon become pro- 
bounced. 

The progress of native American 
achievement has assisted the better 
use of the large number of eminent 
scientists who have arrived recent- 
ly from Central Europe. The most 
remarkable development of this is 
st the Institute for Advanced 
Study, which was started at Prince- 
fon, N. J., in 1930. Within eight 
years its school of mathematics has 

e the most active in the 
World. The institute was founded 
by Louis Bamberger, a wealthy 
store owner of Newark, N. J., with 
®n initial gift of $5,000,000. It is 
directed by Dr. Abraham Flexner, 
® former secretary of the Rocke- 
feller General Education Board. It 
has no buildings, but its members 
are given hospitality in the depart- 
Ments of Princeton University. The 
mathematicians meet in Fine Hall, 
the mathematical building of the 
University. Many of them have no

search is not confined to academic 
institutions. An interesting - plan 
for assisting fundamental research 
has recently been launched by the 
Westingnouse Electric Co. of East 
Pittsburgh. It has founded 10 re- 
search fellowships with stipends of 
$2400, or 480 pounds stérling per 
annum, which may be held by in- 
vestigators who wish to pursue 
pure research in the company’s 
laboratofies. The company ‘believes 
that a better understanding of the 
nature of matter and energy will 
ultimately prove valuable to tech- 
nology even thouga its immediate 
field of application is not apparent. 
It considers that the scheme will 
acquaint a group of able investi- 
gators with the scientific problems 
of the electrical industry, and that 
this will be fruitful whether the 
fellows turn to industrial research 
or to academic work after the com- 
pletion of the period of their fel- 
lowship. Dr. E. U. Condon, tne 
well-known theoretical physicist, 
has been appointed supervisor of 
the program of fundamental re- 
search. 

The Westinghouse company’s ex- 
perience during the American eco- 
nomic crisis of 1932 influenced 
them in the foundation of this 
scheme. Like many other big:¢éom- 
panies they discharged a large 
number of research workers in or- 
der to reduce expenditure, and 
they had found that this had han- 
dicapped them in the market when 
recovery began. A few companies, 
and notably E. I. du Pont de Ne- 
mours & Co., followed the contrary 
policy and encduraged research 
during the crisis. Their staff dis- 
covered several new industrial 
processes during this period, and 
when industry revived these proved 
to be profitable.

In- 
stead, he took the sound position that the military 
establishment is only one phase of the national de- 
fense—“merely to rearm will not insure our peace 
and our freedom.” For that insurance, he added, 
the nation must have also a wise foreign policy, and 
a harmonising of military, economic, financial and 


social forces. And of greatest immediate importance, : 


in his view, is “the removal of unreasonable trade 
barriers and the restoration of normal, friendly préc- 
esses of international commerce” as “the most satis- 
factory basis for a return to a stable structure of 
business, of peace and of democratic government.” 
In thus giving his indorsement to the trade-treaty 
program being: carried through by Secretary of State 
Hull, Secretary Woodring takes an attitude most un- 
typical of the average Washington bureaucrat. The 
interests of the nation come before those of his own 
department, for, in Mr. Woodring’s words: 

By emphasizing this phase of our national de- 
fense—by the use of these economic armaments— 
we shall be able to reduce our dependence upon 
constantly increasing armies and navies, with all 
the dangers attendant thereto. 


Can this be a Secretary of War canal Yes, 
the same Secretary of War who said a few days 
ago that his ambition was to be remembered as a 
pacifist after leaving office, and that he hoped his 
name would be bracketed with that of Newton D. 
Baker. Here is a striking demonstration of the 
advantage gained by the democratic practice of hav- 
ing a civilian as head of the War Department, a 
man whose instincts and training forbid disregard- 
ing the citizen’s interests in favor of the professional 
military man’s. 

What has brought the world to its present pass? 
Secretary Woodring does not indict the dictators’ 
ambitions or high taxes or the Machine Age or any 
of the usual villains. These, after all, are not root 
causes but effects; effects of what Mr. Woodring de- 
scribes as embracing “the battered tin god of ex- 
cessive economic nationalism with all its false prom- 
ises of safety and security.” 


Our own country seibveset this false god with | 


passage of the Hawley-Smoot Tariff Act in 1980. 
Other nations as well built tariff walls, enacted rigid 
trade and exchange controls, sought the elusive goal 
of national self-sufficiency. International trade 
slowed down to a trickle. Factories closed and 
crops were restricted, increasing the burden of un- 
employment, Military conquest as a means of win- 
ning new trade outlets brought war again into the 
world. 

By means of reciprocal treaties, now concluded. 
with 17 countries, Secretary Hull is seéking to re- 
open the barricaded trade channels. The results in 
mutual increases of trade figures are already vis- 
ible among the participants. The economic arma- 
ments in which Secretary Woodring puts his trust; 
are creating new business, new customers, hew em- 
ployment. A military establishment is necessary to 
safeguard those gains, but it cannot create them. 

“Let us remember always that prosperous, ¢con- 
tented peoples never become greedy, dangerous neigh- 
bors,” said the Secretary in conclusion. ‘Worship- 
ers of the “battered tin god” have become neither 
prosperous nor contented. Is it not time for the na- 
tions to join in toppling that false deity, and make 
way for the new day of which the trade pacts are 
the gospel?

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TAX IMMUNITIES FOR PUBLIC EMPLOYES. 

Apparently a condition of panic exists among cer- 
tain classes of state and municipal employes, who 
fear that the Supreme Court decision in the Port of 
New York Authority case will make it possible for 
the Federal Government not only to hold them Mable 
for income taxes in the future, but for taxes in past 
years. Representatives of 14 states have hurried to 
Washington to seek a law preventing the Treasury 
from collecting back taxes for 12 years. 

No doubt a good case can be made for such legis- 
lation, because, while these persons have enjoyed a 
distinct tax advantage over their fellow citizens, they 
did so with approbation of existing law. To require 
the payment of taxes for a long term of years would 
undoubtedly work a distinct hardship. However, 
the Port of New York Authority decision, with the 
added prospect of a new law ending the tax immuni- 
ties of all. public employes, as recommended by the 
President, can only produce cheers from the re- 
mainder of the population.

Maryland is congratulating itself on'a record sale 


State obtains use of the money on the basis of 1.6 
per cent interest. Thé Governor, State Controller 
and State Treasurer are saying that it is the cheap- 
est money the State ever borrowed on a-bond issue. 
Needless to say, the issue was sold publicly, with 14 
brokerage houses and banks bidding for it. . 

Contrast that:with the sorry experience of Belle- 
ville, Ill. Belleville, ata private sdle, disposed of a 
$582,000 issue of sewer bonds,receiving a premium 
of $6011, representing half the rate of advance in 
the Government bond market between the time the 
contract of sale was signed and the time the bonds 
were delivered. The original purchaser resold the 
bonds to a syndicate at a premium of $65,160. The 
gross profit, deducting the city’s $6011, was $69,149, 
whereas an ordinary déaler’s profit on such a trans- 
action would have been only about $8700. 

Too late Belleville saw ite mistake. The City 
Council attempted to collect half of the $66,160 
premium, but the City Attorney ruled that, under 
the contract, it was entitled only to $6011. Had 


Belleville offered the bonds at a public sale, the} 


chances are it would have a major part of the 
$65,160 in its treasury today. 

Another casé in point is the Missouri bond deal 
of last year, when the State Board of Fund Com: 
missioners sold $3,000,000 ‘of State building bonds: to 
Baum, Bernheimer & Co. of Kansas City at a pii- 
vate sale. A day or two later, the Kansas City 


firm résold the bonds to a synditate, taking a mid- | 


dleman’s profit of ‘$52,200. Following a public pro- 
test, the Baum, Bernheimer deal was canceled and 
the bonds sold to a St. Louis syndicate for $50,500 
more than the State stood to receive — the 
original -deal. 

Long ago, the Federal Government broke up the 


tacket by which insiders made fortunes on the mar- 


keting of Government securities, and there is no 
longer any excuse for states and municipalities to 
be gypped in the process. 

WHAT IS TO FOLLOW? 

The administration’s $3,723,000,000 spending-lend- 
ing bill has been passed. by the Senate. In a slight- 
ly different form it had already gone through the 
House, The bill carries one of the largest appro- 
priations in history. It represents the only answer 
that the administration has beén able to find to 
the continued demands of the depression. No con- 
structive alternative had been offered. 

The willingness of the country to accept this new 
measure—the rather “uneasy willingness,” as one 
of our contemporaries has put it—is reflected in the 
Senate vote. On the showdown, only a handful 
of Senators voted against: it.

** Bascism in United States would proceed toward nationalization and collectivization of 
industry faster than European brand has done, says political scientist; little business 
would be destroyed and Big Business confiscated; sees growth of special privilege, 
pressure groups, political stalemates and chronic labor disputes as ominous signs.

HAT has happened in Germany and 
Italy shows the natural history of the 
Fascist economic order: first, the use 
of Fascism by Big Business; then the turn- 
ing of the servant upon the master, with an 
exchange of roles. Every Fascist system 
must plan as for war. Such planning de 
stroys all the reality of private property, 


_ because it takes back with one hand what 


it gives with the other, 

Suppose Fascism should find a future 
foothold on our soil? It is certain that 
American business and American Fascism, 
whatever its guise, would not merely repeat 
European history. It is not oytside the 
bounds of possibility. that a government 
which genuinely aimed at avoiding Fascism 
might under pressure of a war strain 4s- 
sume a Fascist temper. Or it might, less 
conceivably, follow something of the pattern 
which Sinclair Lewis’ impressionistic brush 
painted in “It Can’t Happen Here.” 

A -Fascist regime is marked by the lead- 
érship of a strong man, skilled in mass dem- 
agogy, appealing for national] unity, sup- 
ported by a ruthless body of followers who 
club all opposition in the name of law, order 
and national discipline. 

On the rise it is opportunistic, all things

From the very out- 
set the W P A was a failure, as it 
has never adequately taken care 
of the unemployed as it was de- 
signed to do, in spite of the fact 
that it is extremely costly. ... 
W P A Provides Most of Relief. 


“The advocates and defenders of 
the W P A program might as well 
stop kidding themselves that the 
recipient of a W P A job regards 
it as anything else than relief, and 
while a well-rounded relief pro- 
gram should recognize the import- 
ance of a work program, the line 
between relief and the work pro- 
gram should not be sharply drawn, 
but the funds available should be 
used either for direct relief or work 
as an analysis of the case shows 
to be the best method to use.” 

As stated, W P A now provides 
most of the relief in St. Louis by 
giving jobs to persons unemployed 
and in need, These workers are 
paid an average of $61 a month 
and most of them have families to 
support.

office, from the State Social Se- 
curity Commission and from other

“Over 40” Protective Groups. 

Knowing that their age group 
represents 38 per cent of all the 
men on WPA rolls, workers over 
“years old are forming “protec- 
tive” groups from New England to 
California. 

The “over 40 project” has been 
incorporated in New York for the 
purpose of persuading employers 
to fill at least 40 per cent of their 
jobs with men over 40. 

The “Life Begins at 40 League,” 
has a similar purpose, as do the 

“Forty Onward League,” “the Am- 
erican Citizens League, Inc., “the 
Job Hunters’ League,” “Over 40,” 
and “the Foundation for Americans 
of Mature* Age.” The American 
legion has added its voice in behalf 
ofaging war veterans out of work. 

This agitation has been effective 
to some degree, at least. The Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature has passed 
a law barring any contract which 
forbids employment of persons over

The Federal Government pro- 
vides all of the W P A money, 
which includes an estimated cost 
of about $17,000 a month for ad- 
ministration. This is the average 
overhead cost as given by L. E. 
Greathouse, W P A District Di- 
rector. It also includes $5 : month 
per worker for materials. It is ex- 
pected, however, that most of the 
materials used in W P A jobs shall 
be supplied by the city. 

At present about 28,000 are em- 
ployed on W P A jobs, the work be- 
ing done in the city or county. This 
total includes a comparatively 
small number on a Federal work 
relief project at Jefferson Barracks 
and about 1400 being aided by the 
National Youth Administration. On 
this basis,«W P A sustains about 
100,000 St. Louis residents, using 
the State Social Security Commis- 
sion estimate of 3.6 individuals for 
each employe. 

The Government policy is to aid 
all families in need of public relief 
by giving a W P A job to an em- 
ployable member of the family if 
there is one. Only the “unémploy- 
able” are intended to be left for 
direct relief. 

Decline in Employment. « 

The great decline in employment 
jin St. Louis as well as elsewhere 
in the last year accounts for the 
present high volume of relief, ap- 
proximately at the high point of 
the depression. The Federal cen- 
sus of unemployment last Novem- 
ber listed 61,173 St. Louisans as 
wholly unemployed and 24,231 as 
having only part time employment.

All these were persons normally 
gainfully employed. . 

Early last winter W P A began 
to expand its payrolls to provide 
relief for more of the unemployed. 
At the end of January there were 
16,000 St. Louisans on its rolls; a 
month later the number had gone 
up to 20,000 and the increase has 
continued month by month to the 
present figure of 28,000. 7 

Director Greathouse said to the 
writer that he is experiencing some 
difficulty in finding suitable un- 
dertakings for the men to work 
on, and that this has made it nec- 
essary to crowd too many workers 
on some jobs. The licy is that 
the undertakings should have 
some permanent civic value. 

Millions for Direct Relief. 

The Federal Government. has 
practically withdrawn from direct 
relief, leaving this for municipali- 
ties or states. From 1932 to the 
end of 1937 the City of St. Louis 
had provided more than $12,000,- 
000 for direct relief. For this pur- 
posé the city issued $8,200,000 of 
bonds, pledging the tolls of the ve- 
hicular deck of the Municipal 
Bridge for payment of interest and 
maturing installments. All of this 
bond issue money has been expend- 
ed, but the people will have to 
keep on paying the toll collectors 
for some years to liquidate. the 
debt. These tolls produce nearly 
$1,000,000 a year. 

Direct relief in St. Louis is now 
administered by a local office of 
the State Social Security Commis- 
sion, and since the city is no longer 
providing funds for this purpose 
the money all comes from the State 
of Missouri. The Legislature made 
a general relief appropriation and 
the commission makes monthly al- 
lotments to St. Louis and other mu- 
nicipalities and counties, The State 
sales tax of 2 per cent supplies most 
of the money. St. Louisans pay a 
large proportion of this tax. 

In May direct relief was extended 
to 6584 “cases” in St. Louis, the 
total number of beneficiaries being 
about 17,000, since many of the 
cases were families. The cost for 
that month was about $140,000, in- 


cluding $20,000 for administration. | 


The direct relief cases have been 
declining as efforts were intensified 
to give W P A jobs to all employ- 
ables. In January there were 11,- 
176 direct relief “cases” but these 
included many -who were given 
temporary aid pending receipt of 
W P A pay checks. Cost of the first 
half of this year is about $936,000, 
including administration. 
Old-Age Pensions. 

The Social Security Commission 
also administers the State old-age 
pensions which are provided by law 
only for those in need. The trans- 


fer to the pension rolls of needy 
persons qualified by age reduces 
the drain on other relief funds. For 
June there are 8530 St. Louisans re- 
ceiving old-age adgsistance, at a to- 
tal cost of $166,869.. The number 
has increased from 7906 in January. 
For the first six months of the 
year cost of this form. of relief in 
St. Louis is $861,981 and it is not 
expected to be less in the next six 
months. State and Federal funds 
are used for this purpose. 

Another form of relief adminis- 
tered by the Social Security Com- 
mission is aid to dependent chil- 
dren, the Federal and State gov- 
ernments co-operating in supplying 
the funds. This got under way 
only last February when $4694 was 
disbursed to 111 St. Louis “cases.” 
This.was to aid 349 children, mostly 
those of needy widowed mothers. 
For May this form of relief cost 
$29,051 for 768 cases, and 2123 chil- 
dren. 

There are approximately 2000 St. 
Louis youths in the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps at all times. These. 
are selected on the basis of need; 
the pay is $30 a month, of which 
$25 is to go to the member’s parents 
or other dependents. The direct 
cost of this form of relief for St. 
Louisans is about $60,000 a month 
or $720,000 a year. 

$81,712,000 Since 1930. 

The Governmental Research In- 
stitute of St. Louis, a statistical 
and research organization support- 
ed by private contributions, has 
made a compilation of all relief 
costs in St. Louis from the begin- 
ning of the depression. - It shows 
that from 1930 to 1937, inclusive, 
the grand total was $81,712,703. The 
peak until this year was in 1936, 
when the cost was. $20,518,000. When 
this year’s cost is added the total 
will be approximately $104,712,000. 

The magnitude of this sum ag re- 
lated to the fiscal condition of the 
city. may be understood by cam- 
paring it with the $87,000,000 bond 
issue voted in 1923 for public im- 
provements. The passing of that 
bond’ issue was hailed as nothing 
less than a civic wonder, for it pro- 
vided. for a vast program of wid- 
ened. boulevards, new parks and 
playgrounds, hospital. improve- 
ments, new sewers (including con- 
trol of the River des Peres) and 
new civic buildings. . 

The amount spent for relief in 
eight years surpasses that huge 
sum and calls up visions of what 
might have been accomplished by 
its expenditure for further beau- 
tification and improvement of the 
physical and esthetic aspects of 
city—probably a vast system of ou 
er parks and recreations grounds; 
or riverfront beautification which 
city planners once estimated might 
be accomplished for $50,000,000; or 
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a value of $1,253,610,000 in 1931, and 
for 1938 it is down to $1,047,564,000, 

As a result Mayor Dickmann and 
his advisers have been desperately 
seeking new sources of revenue, 
and the Mayor has announced that 


‘he has decided on the experimen- 


tal taxing of gross incomes in such 
a way as to reach especially the 
earnings of persons employed in 
the city but residing outside. This 
will be a third income tax for 
those it reaches, since most of them 
now pay Federal and State income 
taxes, 
Analysis of Cities’ Plight. 

An analysis of the plight of mu- 
nicipalities in the face of the relief 
problem was presented a few weeks 
ago to the Senate’s Special Commit- 
tee on Unemployment and Relief by 
a committee representing 18 re- 
search bureaus such as the Govern- 
mental Research Institute of St. 
Louis. Carter Atkins, director of 
the St. Louf® organization, was one 
of the spokesmen, and data from 
St. Louis was included fn the ma- 
terial submitted to the committee. 

“Until last year,”.a@ statement 
submitted by the c ttee said, 


“there was’a belief or hope that the it. 


relief problem would disappear 
when the economic condition of 
which it was originally a product 
might change for the better. The 
experience ofthe year 1936 and 
early 1937, however, caused a severe 
shock to any such assumption. It 
became evident that a regime of 
high relief costs has become prac- 
tically permanent regardless of 
economic conditons.” 

The statement called attention to 
the difference in relief costs for the 
average “case” under the contrast- 
ing plans of direct aid, or “doles,” 
and W P A or “work relief.” In 
1935, it was pointed out, direct re- 
lief in St. Louis cost $15,511,925, or 
an average of $3389 for each of 
39,831 “cases”—that is, the average 
monthly number of cases. In 1936, 
after direct relief largely gaye way 
to W P A, $14,472,250 was spent by 
W P A on a monthly average of 
16,975 cases, or an average cost of 
$852 for each case. Without argu- 
ing the merits of the two methods, 
the statement called attention to the 
fact that the cost per case under 
W P A was more than twice that 
under direct relief. 

The committee recommended 
that relief be recognized as a 
long-range problem and that, al- 
though Federal and State funds 
were necessary, it should be man- 
aged on a local basis with direct 
résponsibility, and with local com- 
munities required to make substan- 
tial contributions, 

“The cost of relief has been ob- 
scured from the average citizen,” 
the statement said, “partly because 
the cost has been deferred in many 
instances through borrowing and 
partly because of the mistaken im- 
pression that the cost of relief is 
not a burden upon a local commu- 
nity when the money comes from 
Washington. The people of this 
country must come to a realization 
that the cost of relief is eventually 
met out of the earnings of all the 
people who work and produce.”

Ice at Niagara Falls. 

Niagara Falls were covered with 
ice, and the gorge was filled with 
floes. 50 feet thick, The 800-foot 
steel observation bridge, which had 
been pushed off. its foundation 
piers, lay crumpled on the top of 
the ice like a: child's broken tin 
toy, The steamer which * takes 
visitors to the base of the Falls 
had been raised by the ice half- 
way up the side of the gorge, and 
buildings on the side had been 
splintered into pieces. The rocks 
in the rapids above the Falls were 
white with ice. The water running 
between them appeared black. This 
moving design of black and white 
formed a beautiful aspect, and the 
Fally were not’ disappointing on 
this occasion.

The goods wagons (freight 
cars) on the railways are often 
old and unrepaired and look like 
the rolling-stock on the German 
railways -during the inflation of 


Marks of Flood at Louisville. 

The marks of the great Ohio 
River floods are still visible at 
Louisville, which was in the center 
of the flooded area. The river bank 
rises steeply from the normal level 
to a height of about 40 feet, so 
the water rose considerably more 
than that when it flooded the city 
streets. The gas, electricity, and 
water supplies were cut off. The 
interruption of the sanitation in 
the tall hotels and apartment 
buildings had revolting effects, but 
the incidence of typhoid fever in 
the population declined below nor- 
mal. This was due to compulsory 
inoculation. When -the disaster 
happened the Federal authorities 
ordered that all persons should be 
inoculated. There was less typhoid 
with compulsory inoculation and 
no sanitation than with sanitation 
and voluntary inoculation.

About 
80 per cent of the people seems to 
support him, but the remaining 20 
per cent includes nearly all persons 
with influence in business and af- 
fairs. About 75 per cent of the press 
is strongly anti-Roosevelt, but the 

25 per cent is not streng- 
ly pro-Roosevelt. 

The most striking impression that 
one receives on returning to En- 
gland is the general difference in 
opinion between the English and 
the Americans on international af- 
fairs. Even American business men, 
who would be strong supporters of 
Mr. Chamberlain if they were En- 
glish, regard his foreign policy as 
an unnecessary retreat in the face 
of threats. The English public has 
little: idea of how feeble the for- 
eign policy of this Govérnment ape 
pears when seen from outside En- 
gland. °

be prepared to recognize and com-

The author of this authoritative 
account of Mussolini's background 
and youth, a member of the depart- 
ment of history at Harvard, has 
been working on the book since 
1925. Much of his source material 
has been obtained from obscure 
newspaper files, difficult of access 
because they have been destroyed 
whenever possible by Fascist au- 
thorities. : z é 


That the young Mussolini was an 
ardent Socialist is no secret. Me- 
garo’s chief contribution is to es- 
tablish the fact that his Socialism, 
far from being a passing phase, was 
deep-rooted and pervasive, the chief 
motivating impulse in his life. 

Son of a Socialist blacksmith, in- 
heritor of the revolutionary tradi- 
tion of the Romagna, Mussolini at 
19 was speaking to workers’ audi- 
ences and writing for radical news- 
papers in Switzerland. Before he 
was 21 he had become a profession- 
al organizer, had served a prison 
term, and had been expelled from 
two Swiss cantons as an undesir- 
able. In 1908 he went to Trent, at 
that time a part of Austria-Hun- 
gary, to serve as secretary of a So- 
cialist labor organization and ed- 
itor of its weekly paper. Constantly 
in hot water, he was expelled from 
the Dual Monarchy after 10 months. 
Back in his home territory at Forli, 
he became head of a federation of 
Socialist clubs and editor of a week- 
ly called “The Class Struggle.” In 
1911 he served five months in prison 
for agitating a general strike 
against the Turco-Italian war. 

Mussolini’s writings during all of 
this time indicate that he possessed 
a wide Socialist culture and a con- 
siderable acquaintance: with the 
radical intellectual currents of the 
time. He was always a left-winger, 
a revolutionary, as distinguished 
from the reformist and parliament- 

Socialists who dominated the 
party in Italy. He constantly de- 
nounced militarism, advocating de- 
sertion from the army even in time 
of peace; he practiced his precepts 
by refusing to serve his own con- 
scription period. Patriotism and 
nationalism he declared empty de- 
jusions—"The national flag is a 
rag to be planted on a dunghill. 
There are only two fatherlands in 
the world: that of the exploited and 
that of the exploiters.” . 

In 1912 the revolutionary Social- 
ists obtained control of the party 
in Italy, and Mussolini, then only 
29, became one of the national lead- 
ers and editor of the official daily 
Socialist paper, “Avanti!” At this 
point Megaro concludes his biogra- 


phy.

How did Mussolini come to trans- 
form his entire political and intel- 
lectual life, to reverse his extreme 
anti-nationalist and anti-clerical po- 
sitions, to become the world’s great- 
est enemy of Socialism? Megaro 
speaks of a fundamental cynicism, 
of a lust for power; but such ele- 
ments do not appear in the writ- 
ings of the youthful Mussolini, nor 
in the actions of a man who starved 
and went to prison again and again 
for the cause to which he was de- 
yoted. The period between 1912 and 
1922 needs the same careful analy- 
sis to which Megare has subjected 
the first 30 years of the Italian dic- 
tator. —Jean Winkler.

HE title of his book seems to 

indicate that Mr. Hicks is a 

rather charitable man, consid- 
ering that three years ago his po- 
litical beliefs caused him to be 
discharged from the teaching staff 
of Rensselaer Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, and that last fall his appoint- 
ment to a teaching fellowship at 
Harvard aroused storms of protest 
from the G. A. R. and the Boston 
newspapers, and led to further in- 
vestigations into radicalism in Mas- 
sachusetts. Yet the title of this 
book is sincere. The author does 
like America—not all about Amer- 
ica—but enough to keep him be- 
lieving in it and hoping that the 
bad in it will change for the bet- 
ter. .

“I Like America” is simply writ- 
ten. and very much in earnest. 
Mr. Hicks begins by describing his 
New England background, his fam- 
ily, and his life in his old country 
house in upper New York State 
that he and his family and neigh- 
bors are remaking. From this 
quiet, rustic retreat he broadens 
his scope, gradually leading the 
reader into the less quiet fields 
of housing and nutrition problems, 
the farmers’ problems, the ques- 
tion of the P W A and relief, the 
unions, the vanishing middle class, 
the partisanship of the newspapers 
and radios, the threat to democracy 
from the Right, and the general 
inefficacy of the capitalist sys- 
tem from the point of view of de-'| 
mocracy. 
The author sees no answer to 
these economic and social problems 
from even an enlightened ‘capital- 
ism; his solution is State Socialism. 
But whether or not Socialism or 
Communism be the answer, the 
author points out that at present 
the interests of the laborer, the 
farmer, and the middle classes are 
inter-related, and they must come 
together in order to prevent their 
being exploited by the economic 
royalists.

It is not Mr. Hicks’ purpose to 
say the last word on any of the 
subjects he treats. His purpose is 
rather to present the essential 
needs of America today, to expose 
some of the evils, and to set forth 
the Communist position in' a mat- 
ter-of-fact way. The book is well 
supplied with statistics, summaries 
of reports, and case histories, but 
these are capably blended together 
with the more theoretical material. 
The book should be read by stu-

It is as well that the writer 
does: not attempt to cover this 
earlier period, since numerous ex- 
haustive accounts of it are avail- 
able, and the material Mr. Bisson 
has gathered on the present phase 
(probably, in his opinion, merely 
the first stages of the war) is suf- 
ficient to fill his good-sized book. 

Of particular interest are the 
views of this authoritative observ- 
er on what the war’s outcome is 
likely to be. Japan has certain 
great advantages, he says: a sul- 
perior professional army, better and 
more adequate munitions, a higher 
industrial technique. But the Jap- 
anese economic equilibrium can be 
easily upset, and a slump in for- 
eign trade or the strain of a pro- 
tracted war would have serious ef- 
fects.

Among China’s assets are her 
new national unity and her demon- 
strated ability to wage a success- 
ful war of defense. The Chinese 
people's task is to maintain their 
stubborn refusal to admit defeat 
in the face of apparent disaster, 
while Japan must seek a swift and 
smashing victory. Hence, “every 
additional month of large-scale 
warfare diminishes the prospects 
of a successful outcome” (for Ja- 
pan). The long-run advantage 
thus is with China. 

There have been instances in his- 
tory, the writer points out, of a 
colonial country defeating a_bet- 
ter equipped ruling power—‘“it was 
true of the American war for in- 
dependence.” —Ferd Gottlieb.

ULES BERTILLON was the 
Jeviains force of the Banque Mer- 

cure, a luxurious private institu- 
tion in Paris, owned by himself and 
his brothers. To the bank’s portals 
came all sorts and conditions of 
men, with just as diverse errands, 
Americans touring Europe for 
pleasure or investment, swarthy 
ranchers from the Argentine, trad- 
ers from the Greek archipelago, 
princes of the royal blood in exile, 
and conniving politicians, all ‘were 
influenced by the Banque Mercure 
and its fortunes.
